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FORAKER GOES INTO 


DETAILS OF CHARGES 


Roosevelt Will Not 


Reply But Taft 
Says He Will, 


[Associated Dailies Telegram] 


WASHINGTON, Sent. 26—It is an- 


nounced at the White house the pres- 
ident will make r.o comment upon 
Senator Foraker's statements. 


Cincinnati. O.. Sept. 26.—In a state- 


ment containing some six thousand 
•words dr more, Senator P'oraker re- 
plies to the recent 'charges preferred 
against him by William R. Hearst and 
President Roosevelt. 


In addition to 
replying to 
the 


Charges, he bitterly assails his ac 
ciisers and charges Judge Taft with 
consorting 
with ''Standard Oil and 


railway magnates himself, and 
de- 


clares 
that 
President 
Roosevelt's 


actions indicate a guilty conscience. 
In the opening paragtaph, Mr. For- 
aker declares that the president show- 
ed bias in accepting as tiue all the 
charges. lie denies that, he acted im- 
properly 
in 
accepting employment 


from the Standard Oil company, says 
there was no secret about it. and 
produces letters to prove that after 
the government began its attack upon 
the Standard Oil company he^declined 
to accept a retainer from them. He 
charges that Mr. Hearst had other 
letters in addition to those which he 
gave out. and that the other letters 
If made public at the same time would 
have shown how harmless was his 
connection with the Standard people. 


He goes into the details of the deal 


to purchase the Ohio State Journal, 
and reproduces the correspondence to 
explain the senciins; of a check to 
$50,000 to him by J. D. Archbohl. 


Refers to Taffs Letter. 


I He then continues as follows;

tion' from public life. 


"An open declaration of war, such 


us the 'elimination* 
proposition In- 


volved, naturally brougnt controversy 
nnd strife when there should have- 
been only peace. Finally Mr. Cox an- 
nounced a harmony proposition—Taft 
for president. Harri? for governor an;! 
me for senator. 


"He did this on his own motion: 


not only without any request from me. 
but contrary to my desires. 
Never- 


theless I at once publicly announced 
that if that expressed the wish of the 
Republicans of Ohio no one would 
support Judge Taft 
more cordially 


than I would." 


Senator Foraker then expresses at 


great length his attitude on the rate 
bill and the Brownsville affair. 


Referring again to the charges that 


his alleged connection with the Stand- 
ard Oil company rendered him unfit 
to hold public office. Senator Foraker 
says: 


Has Plenty of Company. 


"Apparently every man who had any 


relation to the company is to bo driven 
out of public life. If so, I shall prob- 
ably have a great deal of company.
